THE ROBBERY OF 


THE BELGIAN MAIL. 


When the express carrying tho 


English mails for Germany reached 
Verviers on the morning' of Janu- 
ary 22, 1SS7, it was found that the 
postoffice van had been looted of 
between £-10,000 and £50,000 some- 
where en route. 
The van had left Oatend about 


3:30 o'clock that morning, well se- 
cured with padlocks, chains find 
stfala. 
When 
the 
train passed 


through Brussels it had been noted 
that the padlock and chain did not 
appear to be of tho regulation klndr 
but nothing was said abcyit the 
matter. 
When the train reached 


Verviers, the frontier, the postof- 
fice officials who were responsible 
for the tranfifer of the mall bags 
from the Belgian to the German 
line, made the same discovery. Tho 
original 
chain and padlock had 


been removed during the night and 
others, somewhat simll.tr in 
ap- 
pearance, had been substituted. 


The authorities then entered the 
van and found that It had been 
ransacked, 22 
of tho 90 leather 


mall bags having been slashed open 
with a sharp knife and thuir con- 
tents rifled. 
In addition- to 
a 


heavy shipment of currency from 
New 
York to German/, several 


packets 
of diamonds were also 


missing, 
together 
with 
a large 


amount of letters of credit and 
cash from London banks. 


The inquiries of tho police de- 


veloped the fact that three, men, 
answering to descriptions of Eng- 
lislr bank robbers known to ba on 
tho Continent, had boarded 
the 


train at Ostend that morning and 
hud gone to considerable .pains to 
securo seata In tho carriage next 
to the mall van. These three men, 
with two others who were already 
aboard when they arrived, left the 
train at Brussels and the London 
police traced their movements from 
Calais to Dover and then to Lon- 
don itself, -where further informa- 
tion as to their movements was ob- 
tained through Jewelers whom they 
had approached in an effort to sell 
tho stolen Kerns. 
But, de.splte the fant that tho 


identity of the five sunpects was 
known and their descriptions sent 
broadcast 
throughovit 
England, 
France and Germany, no a.rre.413 
followed, for the criminals suc- 
ceeded In evading their pursuers 
with an almost uncanny Bkill 
The 
case was held open on the books 
of Scotland Yard for more than ten 
years, but no arrests were ever 
made nor was a penny of the loot 
from the Belgian mall ever re- 
covered. The case remains as one 
of the most startling mysteries of 
the disappearance of criminals on 
record.

legislation In the United States es-

discrimination

religion. 


"Second: 
We believe that for 


the most effective promotion of 
Americanization of all the varied 
races and peoples In the United 
States, provision should be made 
at once by Congress for raising the 
standards 
of naturalization

that opportunity for 
citizenship,

BRITISH BASE IN PACIFIC. 


Discussion of uaval base needs in the Pacific 


must recognize the significance of the British 
decision to develop a great station nt Singa- 
pore in the Far East. The motives behind the 
British policy were strong enough to override 
any objections to the effect that it was con- 
trary to the Washington agreement for the limi- 
tation of armament The necessity for,the baso 
was held greater tlian any need for economy. 


When the British House of Commons votes 


for the establishment of a naval base in the 
Far East by n vote of 217 to 130 America may 
•well consider its own needs in the Pacific. The 
arguments which spoke in England, on the 
other side of the world, speak the stronger in 
a country which, faces the Orient. 


The English position is Ihnt it was under- 


stood at the Arms Conference that Great Brit- 
ain should retain full freedom regarding its 
plans at Singapore. It is pointed out that, 
otherwise, the longitudinal line marking tlie 
border of the prohibited area would have been 
designated at 10-1 degrees East. Japan has been 
extending its dockyards .and naval bases; the 
United States has fortified Pearl Harbor. 


There is little question but England is within 


lier rights. The significance of the plan is that 
Kbe is convinced of the need of a greater base 
in the Far East and that all of the arguments 
behind that conviction apply equally to the 
United Slates. In t!ie<'!House of.,Commons, 
before the vole was tnkeu, ilie possibility of 
war with Japan was discussed even by (hose 
who opposed the expenditure. It was agreed 
that the pressure of Japanese population might 
lead to trouble between the two countries iu a 
generation or two hence. 


Yesterday's vote in the British House of 


Commons may be expected to stimulate Con- 
gressional action in (his country toward pro- 
viding ihe Pacific Coast with greater naval 
base facilities.

PANCHO VILLA. 


It has bo en said of Francisco Villa, he had 


many fine opportunities to meet deafli. 
No 


one has ever predicted the end would come 
peacefully for Villa was a fighting man, a ban- 
dit perhaps, but a fighter who was not without 
some excuse for the role. 


The true story of this man will never be, 


written. His was a life so violent, so fantastic, 
mock-heroic, and even romantic that tradition 
and fiction is woven into the fact and a tradi- 
tional bandit chief will continue to ride the 
plains where the grizzled Pancho ruled. Hard 
stories have come out of Mexico concerning the 
chieftain, who, according to despatches, was 
slain by his secretary the other day. And there 
have come stories betraying the human and 
soft sides of his character. 


Villa, the bandit, the hunted and the hunter, 


the strutting lender exulting in the homage 
of a ragamuffin following, the despot grinning 
at the scene of torture, a Robin Hood robbing 
from the rich to help the poor, there are a 
thousand tales of the man and none more dra- 
matic than that which was told when he fore- 
swore warfare to settle down on a ranch. 


It is said that this man who defied the rulers 


in his own land and gestured defiantly over 
the border at this country, had 800 followers 
on his farm at Canutillo and that all wore 
trained in agriculture and marksmanship. The 
aging Villa had become prosperous. Then he 
was shot in a quarrel and his followers, divided 
in loyalty made a battle ground of the scene 
of 'Crime. 


Blackguard or hero, whatever he was, Villa 


will be remembered because for ten years he 
led a bandit army in Mexico, defied all at- 
tempts at capture, and was strong enough in 
the end to make terms ensuring his safety. 


ANOTHER PARLEY. 


Out of the many notes and suggestions 


which have come out of Europe for the settle- 
ment of the reparations question it is becom- 
ing more evident every day that France is de- 
termined to go it alone. 
Premier Baldwin's 


hopes for a conference which may include the 
United Slates have support and .well wis|ics 
but there are few who see in such a conference 
any chance to bring about an agreement. 


Germany has treated direct with England 


and England will honor the communication by 
a reply which, in the face of the Poincare 


[>ecch, cannot have the approval of France. 
Instead of being erased, the linos about the 
I?uhr are being more strongly drawn. 


When the settlement finally conies and the 


nistory of occupation, diplomatic exchanges, 
delays, and months of wailing is written, it 
may be discovered that each of these many con- 
ferences and attempts at agreement advanced 
the puzzle in some way toward solution. 
If 


for no other reason it is to be hoped that the 
British proposal for yet one more conference 
will be successful. At the worst it is a show- 
down and there will be no question as to the 
French determination to force the issue iu her 
own way.

RICKE'rS. 


Rickets or rachitis Is probably 


the commonest nutritional disease 
of children; many of the milder 
cases-are not 
recognized because 


the condition does not progress to 
the degree of a marked deformity 
of the bones. Kickets affects the 
whole system, the 
muscles, 
the 


nervous system, the blood and th» 
organs 
In general, although its 


most characteristic feature Is bony 
deformity, such as bow legs, knock 
knees, 
enlarged 
J»lfcts, 
narrow 


chest, spinal curvatur* and hump 
back. 


Most of the Infants of the Ital- 


ians and the negroes in the poorer 
sections of our cities sho^r more or 
less rickets, although rioKeta is rare 
in Italian, and negro children 
their native places; this 
difference is ascribed by various 
authorities 
to 
tho 
faulty 
diet, 


closer confinement and excessive 
amount of restraining clotBing, and 
lack of sunlight or open air life to 
which these infants are subjected 
In the crowded tenements. 
The 


baby diet which takes all the prizes 
for producing rickets la deficient In 
fat or cream, but carries an excess 
of Carbohydrate 
(carious 
jugar* 


or starches). 


The gre"at prevalence of rickets 


among the negro and Italian In- 
fants 5n our northern cities bears a 
suspicious relation to the popular- 
ity of some kind of-mllk substitute 
among the poor and It happens 
these 
substitutes 
are 
uniformly 


poor In fat or cream content and 
excessive in the sugar or starch 
added. 
Imagine the effect of re- 


stricting even a fully grown adult 
to a. diet of sugar and starch ex- 
clusively. 


The breast-fed Infant Is much 


less likely to have rickets than th« 
bottle-fed Infant, though If tha diet 
of the mother Is too much restrict- 
ed (from poverty or from 
falsa 


notions about what 
she should 


avoid eating) her baby may develop 
rickets. 
Infants 
nursed at 
th» 


breast more than ten months fre- 
quently develop rickets. 


In rickets not only the bones, but 


the muscles, the blood, the nerva 
tissues, the teeth, and the substance 
of the vital organs show a deflci* 
oncy of certain 
mineral matter, 


particularly 
calcium 
phosphate 


(phosphate of lime). In health tha 
bones 
contain 
about 
two-thirds 


mineral matter and one-third ani- 
mal or organic matter; in rlcketf 
the ratio may be reversed; henc* 
the bones are soft and too readily 
bent or distortod. 


Infants 
seldom 
show 
positive 


signs of rickets before the fourth 
or fifth month of age, though they 
may have the disease several weeki 
before it can be recognized by or- 
dinary examination (microscopical 
evidence proves this). 
Character- 


istic signs are a large square look- 
ing head, narrow chest, thickened 
wrists and ankles, pot belly, ex- 
cessive sweating- about the head, 
restlessness at night, constipation, 
peevishness, and general flabbines« 
of muscle. 'The infant is late in sit- 
ting up, creeping and walking, and 
the cutting of teeth is usually re- 
tarded. 
The child with rickets la 


usually anemic and flabby, though 
aften fat, (thanks to the exces« 
of sugar or starch in the food). 
Enlarged tonsils and adenoidal «-r« 
almost the rule. Rachitlc childMlt 
are prone to have spasms or con- 
vulsions from slight causes, and 
are notoriously susceptible to bron- 
chitis and pneumonia. One of the 
best tests of rickets is an X-ray 
picture of the bones of the hand 
and wrist, which shows the troubl* 
clearly.
